President's Action In the Brownsville 


Case Is Discussed. 


UTTER'S SPEECH A DEFENSE 


[By Telegraph to The Age] 


Washington, Jan. 8—It is agreed by 


senate leaders that a settlement of 
the controversy 
between Senatois 


Foraker and Lodge on the discharge 
of the negro troops _of the Twenty- 
fifth infantry is not in sight. Prior to 
the speech by Mr. t,6dge it had been 
the intention of Mr Foraker to offer a 
substitute for his own resolution, and 
in this substitute ask the committee 
on military affairs to conduct an in- 
vestigation into all of the matteis per- 
taining to the affray at Brownsville, 
Tex. The term "all of the matters," 
it is said, would have permitted an 
inquiry info the constitutional ques- 
tions, although that would have been 
a question for the decision of the 
committee. Senators who sought to 
end the controversy between Mr. For- 
aker and supporters of the president's 
action assumed that the military af- 
fairs committee would have consid- 
ered that the constitutional and legal 
questions involved were for the delib- 
erations of the judiciary committee. 


Mr. Foraker said that he cared little 


for the phraseology, but he did object 
to Mr LoflSe's interpretation of the 
substitute prepared by Mr Knox and 
offered by tho Massachusetts senator. 
This caused him to oppose the Lodge 
substitute, but it is expected he will 
offer a substitute for his own. 


The addiess of Senator Lodge was 


m defense of the action of the presi- 
dent. He held that there were two 
questions involved—a question of law 
and a question of fact. Discussing 
the former he said- 
"The question 


is whether the piesident in dismiss 
ing these* companies without honor, 
exceeded his powers under the law' 
and constitution.

Pittsburg, Jan. 8—William A. Mar 


tin, a member of the common council, 
was put on trial in criminal court 
charged with soliciting a bribe for the 
passage of an ordinance to give tho 
Pittsburg & Tube City railroad an en- 
hance into Pittsburg 


The testimony was sensational in 


the extreme. Among the witnesses 
were J. H. Milholland, a civil engineer 
for the railroad company; C. H. Rich- 
ardson, a broker, and C. S Cameron, 
president of the railroad company. 
Milholland testified that he placed a 
$60,000 certified chpck in a safe de- 
posit box, which was to have been 
given to Martin, and was told by Pres- 
ident Cameron, in Martin's presence, 
that the alleged bribe was increased 
from $60,000 to $70,000 in order to get 
sufficient votes to pass the ordinance 
over the mayor's veto. He said $70,000 
In cash was subsequently placed in 
safety deposit boxes, first at the Colo- 
nial Trust company and then at the 
Union Trust company, for Martin. Mil- 
holland held the key to one box and 
the key to the latter box was depos- 
ited in another safety deposit box at 
the Farmers' Deposit Nationa. bank. 
Ho also swore that Martin ordered 
him to deliver the keys of a safe de- 
posit box back to Cameron, remarking 
as ho did so that "he had been trim- 
med again, for the money was not 
there."

Dismissal Due to Failure of Ohio 


Supreme Court to File an Opinion 
Giving Reason For Denying Defend- 
ants' Petition For Discharge—News 
of the State. 


Washington, Jan. S.—The supreme 


court, in an opinion by Justice Brewer, 
dismissed the so-called Canton bank 
wrecking cases dealing with questions 
Involved in the failure last spring of 
the Canton (Ohio) State bank. There 
were five of the Canton cases before 
the court, representing 23 indictments, 
and of the five two were against Cor- 
win D. Bachtel, cashier of the bank, 
and one each against William L. Da- 
vis, a vice president 
and 
director; 


Charles H. Van Horn, teller, and Har- 
vey H. Miller, a customer. These and 
19 ether indictments were returned 
by the grand jury of Stark county last 
May, under what is known as the Ohio 
free banking law of the state, which 
provides for imprisonment from one 
to ten years of any officer or agent of 
a bank who in any way attempts to 
deceive or defraud. 
The defendants 


relied entirely on establishing the un- 
constltutionality of the 
law under 


which the proceeding against them 
was brought. The effect of the su- 
preme court order will be to leave the 
cases in the state courts, at least for 
the present. 


The indicted men had made an ef- 


fort to secure release by means of 
writs of habeas corpus, and failing in 
the state courts brought their suits to 
.the supreme court. As that court re- 
fused to take cognizance of tne case, 
they met with no better success. 


Justice Brewer's dismissal of the 


cases was due to the failure of the 
Ohio state supreme court to file an 
opinion giving its reason for denying 
the. application of the defendants for 
their discharge. He held t"hat the state 
court may have construed the words 
"any banking company," as provided 
by the Ohio statute, to include all 
banks, whether Incorporated under 
this particular statute or otherwise 
organized. ''It therefore," he said, 
"does not affirmatively appear that 
the state court decided a federal ques- 
tion, and the writ of error must be 
dismissed."

Storm Words, 


"Typhoon" is by no means the only 


word for a storm that has come to the 
English language through Portuguese 
and Spanish. 
Others are "tornado" 


and "hurricane," which Shakespeare 
could still write "hurricauo." Old time 
Englishmen, at nny rate, spelled the 
last word in at least as many ways as 
Shakespeare and other people spelled 
his name, and some of the spellings 
Indicate frantic attempts to make the 
•word suggest n derivation intelligible 
to the English mind. Of such are "furi- 
cane," "hurlecan," "Ilerocane" and 
"Harry-Cain."
